‘True Son of France 

He died on September 23, and was 
buried on October 1, 1929, with great 
ceremony, having received during his 
lifetime almost all the religious and 
clvil decorations possible for his coun- 
try to confer upon him, The news- 
papers of all denominations were un- 
animous in their praise, saying that 
Cardinal Dubols had been an emi- 
nent prince of the church as wel! as 
a true son of France.

At 7:10 p.m. it began to be apparent 
that the fire was being brought under 
control and Chief A. Dutton and 
Deputy Hargreaves led assaulting col- 
umns into the gloomy interior of the 
building, amid cheers from a crowd 
of thousands who stood around the 
blaze. The crowd was well handled 
by a squad of city police jn charge of 
Inspector Dan Fraser and Sergt. Geo. 
Edwards, 

The “all out” went at 7:30, exactly 
one hour after the alarm had been 
turned in. When the fire started, it 
had seemed as though there was noth- 
ing to do but save the rest of the 
block. 

Margolus said that the building, 
which is a two-storey brick structure, 
is worth $30,000, and is insured for 
$15,000, while the contents, which 
were valued at the same amount as 
the building, were insured for $25,000, 
Most of the damage was confined to 
the rear portion of the bullding.
